“On July 9, 1912, the soldiers be- 
longing to the same Kuang Fu Chin 
in Paoshan attempted to pledge their 
uniforms, private clothing and part 
of their cooking utensils, owing to 
the fact that they had not received 
‘any pay.” 

By order of the Republican Govern- 
ment a large number of convicts were 
released last month from the City Gaol. 
Amongst these were three notorious 
characters who had been charged and} 
convicted in this Settlement and after- 
wards went to the City under the old 
‘Mixed Court rule. One of the men had 
received a life sentence for eye-gouging. 
‘The second had been awarded five years’ 
imprisonment for manslaughter, and the 
third had been sentenced to a compara- 
tively shorter period. 

It may be remembered that in tho 
early Spring two serions attempts at 
murder were committed, also various 
armed robberies with violence. It will 
probably be of interest to note the arrest 
and conviction of the two chief criminals| 
concerned. On June 18 last both were 
found guilty at the Mixed Court on 7 
charges. One man received a life sen- 
tence, the second was sentenced to 25 
years, and the third—their partner in 
some of the crimes—received 10 years’ 
imprisonment. After being sentenced 
at the International Mixed Court the 
two leaders were handed over to the 
Police of the French Concession on a 














warrant charging them with the murder 
of Mr. Tan in St. Marie's Hospital, 
Frenchtown.
